To Get Unpaid Loans 
Of $60,000,000

unpaid balance of the $90,000,000 
“Dawes loan.” 


S'hijrtly after 
.RFC 
attoiRneys 
filed the*second ■su'^t. in state cir- 
cuii court, sip HR were posted on 
the company’s doors reading: 


“The state auditor of public ac­ 
counts has liOBCd tho Central Re­ 
public Trust company for examin­ 
ation and adjustment.” 


Barrett said tonight he had not 
yet appointed a receiver, addluK. 
“ 1 have sent examiners In to lean', 
the condition of the bank, consi<l- 
ering this advisable in view of re 
cent developments.” 


The action raised speculation in 
financial circles over tho poHsi- 
bllity of a contest between the 
RFC and the auditor’s office for 
control of the bank's assets, all 
of w'hlch, said W. C. Freeman, 
vice president of the Central Re­ 
public Trust, are pledged to the 
RFC and are in the company’s 
vaults.

Received Instructions 
Weiss, federal agents said, vati- 
ishod tho night of October 26 but 
they woro notified only last Sunday 
night. The latst contact of the fam­ 
ily with the kidnapers was on No­ 
vember fi, agents said, when a gruff- 
voicod man asked Mrs. Weiss by 
telephoiu' if she "got the letter.” 
When sho answered in tho nega­ 
tive tho callor hung up. 


A letter which the 
family 
be­ 
lieves was written by Weiss but 
was misaddressed arrived one week 
later. November 13. 


It purportedly contained instruc­ 
tions on delivery of tho $100,000 
ransom, and wivs the last tho family 
heard. 


There w'as no confirmation of a' 
report that Mrs. Weiss had paid 
$25.000 in a futile effort to effect 
her husband's release. At her home 
sho had “nothing to say." 


Wolss Is about 41. 
He had a 
Philadelphia office on the door of 
which is the name of a company 
supposed to bo a Canadian liquor 
distributor ho represented. 


R. George Harvey, head of tho 
justice department oillco here, men­ 
tioned llie possibility of having tho 
federal grand jury, which convened 
today, take steps to force from un­ 
derworld characters any Informa­ 
tion they may have about Weiss’ 
whereabouts. 


Another unconfirmed report was 
that Weiss was kidnapped three 
years ago and his wife paid $30,000 
to effect his release.

FDR DISCUSSES 


Expresses Hopes to Gov­ 
ernor That States 
Adopt Program 


W'arm Springs. Ga., Nov. 20. (/P)

A copy of The New York Her­ 
ald, dated April If», 1865, and 
cnrrving 
a 
detailed account of 
the assassination 
of 
President 
Abraham Lincoln the night before 
at Ford’s Theatre in Washington, 
was found among somo old papers 
belonging to the late Justice o! 
tho Peace James S. Doherty. The 
discovery w'as mado by Mrs. Les­ 
ter Brotherton, daughter of Mr. 
Doherty, in going through the pa­ 
pers at her home. 


News concerning the 
m urder 
of Lincoln was released 
by 
the 
secretary of war's departnient In 
most instances. The official dis­ 
patch, us carried in the Herald, 
reads as follows: 


“ This evening at about 9:30 p. 
m., at F o rd ’s Theatre, the Presi­ 
dent, while sitting In his private 
box with Mrs. Lincoln, Mrs. H a r­ 
ris and Major 
Rathburn. 
was 
shot by an assassin, who sudden­ 
ly entered tho box and approach­ 
ed behind the President. 


“ The assassin then leaped upon 
the stage, brandishing 
a 
large 
dagger or knife, and 
made 
his 
escape in the rear of 
tho 
thea­ 
tre. 


“The pistol ball 
entered 
the 
back of the President’s head and 
penetrated nearly 
through 
the 
head. Tho wound is mortal. 


“ Tho President has been insen- 
Hible ever since it was inflicted, 
and is now' dying. 


“ About the same hour an as­ 
sassin, whether tho same or not, 
entered Mr, Seward’s apartments, 
and under pretenso of having a 
prescription was shown 
to 
tho 
Secretary’s sick chamber. The as­ 
sassin immediately rushed to tho 
bed and inflicted tw'o 
or 
throe 
stabs on the throat and tw’o on 
the face. 


“ It is hoped the wounds may 
not be mortal. My upprohonslon 
is that they will prove fatal. 


“ Tho nurse alarmed Mr. Fred­ 
erick Sew’ard. who w'as in an ad­ 
joining room, and ho hastened to 
the door of his father's room, 
when he met the assassin, w'ho in­ 
flicted upon him one or more dan­ 
gerous wounds. The recovery of 
Frederick Seward is doubtful. 


“ It is not probable 
th at

President w'ill live through the 
night. 


“ General Grant and wife were 
advised to be at tiie theatre this 
‘evening, but he started to Bur­ 
lington at six o’clock this eve­ 
ning. 


“ At a cabinet meeting, at which 
General Grant w'as prtisent, the 
subject of the state of the coun­ 
try and tho prospect of a spoody 
peaoe was dlseussad. The Presi­ 
dent w as'very cheerful and hope­ 
ful, and «poke very 
kindly 
of 
General Lee and 
others of the 
confederacy, and of the ostablish- 
ment of government in Virginia. 


“ All the members of the Cab­ 
inet except Mr. Seward are now in 
attendance upon the President. 


“ I iiave seen Mr. Seward, but 
he and Frederick Ntere both u n ­ 
conscious.

Advocates of the .‘<ales tax in 
t h e state fear that the 
prt'sent 
movement to secure »'xeniptions 
will nullify this form of taxation. 
During the recent campaign, both 
parties pledued the elitninntion of 
the levy on food and other neces­ 
sities. 
Tills won 111 cut off almost 
a tliir<i of th»' r«‘venue. 


It i.s also reported that good 
r<tad hotjstt-r.s are considering the 
jio.ssibility for diverting the sales 
tax on aiitoniol)iles and gasoline 
to a fund tv> b«* used for the build­ 
ing of new highv.ays. 


If all those interest.s are suc­ 
cessful in getting their share of 
th e sales tax receipts for thc*ir 
own particular uses, there w’lll not 
he so niucii left for the original 
IMirposes. such as the financing of 
ifeneral stato govi*rnment, 
wel­ 
fare, universities and the second­ 
a ry schools. 
Very likely it would 
nienn th e tapping of some other 
s«)urce of tax revenut*.

('ranberry Ice often lakes the 
place of sauco or Jelly at a formal 
tiinner, cranberry sherbet nuikes 
a gooil dessert after a hearty dli\- 
ner and cranberry juice cocktail Is 
a .stimulating first course, and you 
can make a lot of salads and des­ 
serts with cranberries. 


When cranberries are used in a 
sauce, cook without sugar until 
berries aré tender. 
This method 
produces the finest flavor and re­ 
quires a minimum of sweetening. 
Also, tho fruit should not be cook­ 
ed too long. 


There are several reasons why 
cranberries should be used more 
freely than they are, but there Is 
i>ne precaution lo keep in uilnd 
regarding them.

that their ash is alkaline theny 
lend to Increase iiody acidity. Con­ 
sequently persons who must guard 
against this tendency should not 
indulge loo freely in the gay red 
berry. With this exception, cran 
berries are valuable for ihelr min­ 
eral content, since they are espe 
dally rich In iron and are a good 
soiree of iodine. 
As green veg­ 
eta blen become scarce, they can be 
u s 'hI to furnish mineral salts.
